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Council Considers Funding 
Lights at Middle School Fields

At its September 14 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council discussed ballfield 1m- 
provements and other capital 
projects, learned of a possible 
sale of land at the Greenbelt 
Metro station and got an intro- 
duction to a proposal for a new 

finance computer system. 

Ballfield Lights 
Although council does not 
normally discuss ordinances up 
for first reading, an item not In- 
cluded in the proposed capital 
projects ordinance led to lengthy 
discussion and amendment of the 
ordinance prior to its introduction. 
The changes, the result of an 
agenda item requested by 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
was taken up just before the pro- 
posed legislation. In written com- 
ments sent to City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin in advance 
of the meeting, Putens questioned 
why Kelly Ivy, of the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club, had been 
told that the second batting cage 
at Braden Field requested by Ivy, 
had not been funded by council. 
Although funds had not been pro- 
vided, Putens argued that council 


had not officially decided not to 
fund the cages. This technical 
distinction soon became moot, 
however. Councilmember Tho- 
mas White, although making 
clear that he thought Putens’ ar-

gument invalid, proposed reduc- 
ing the allocation for ballfield 
lights in order to provide funding 
for the estimated $3,000 cost of 
the cage. This estimate, down 
significantly from McLaughlin’s 
$5,000 estimate, was provided 
by Ivy, who said it was based 
upon information from the Pub- 
lic Works Department. Council 
unanimously approved this 
change. The second issue was 
ballfield lights. In a worksession 
on the capital improvements bud- 
get, council had agreed to allo- 
cate $80,000 for ballfield lights 
at Greenbelt Middle School.

The Greenbelt hosts took their 
students to Atlantic City, New 
York City, the beaches, and 
amusement parks.

Earlier this 
year, Ivy had presented petitions 
for a lighted 90-foot ballfield, 
preferably at Braden Field.

White and Roberts recalled 
that the councilmembers had 
unanimously agreed to seek an 
agreement to light the Middle 
School field. (Putens had left 
the worksession early due to a 
family emergency.) Roberts saw 
no need for a public hearing. 
The Springhill Lake community, 
he said, is severely underserved 
for recreational facilities. Light- 
ing the middle school fields will 
help address this imbalance, pro- 
vide facilities for use by the en- 
tire city and add to use of the 
school. Mayor Judith Davis 
noted that Superintendent of 
Schools Jerome Clark had indi- 
cated interest in the city’s pro- 
posal for a shared use agreement,

Parkside Pros and Cons 
Debated Before Council

The request by Parkside at 
Greenbelt to be annexed by the 
City of Greenbelt was debated 
at an official hearing on the 
evening of September 10. Be- 
cause of an error in the Sep- 
tember 17 News Review con- 
cerning the costs of providing 
services versus the revenues 
generated, and the need for 
more information, a vote on the 
annexation, originally scheduled 
for the September 14 regular 
council meeting, has been post- 
poned until September 28. 

Parkside is a 3l-home devel- 
opment on Good Luck Road built 
in a “notch” in the south side of 
Greenbelt Park. The park itself 
is within the corporate limits of 
Greenbelt. The notch was pri- 
vately owned property not ac- 
quired by the federal government 
when the park was originally 
purchased. 

When Mayor Judith Davis 
asked council members for open- 
ing remarks, Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull cited the principle 
of caveat emptor — let the buyer 
beware — and said this principle 
applies equally to the home pur- 
chasers and the city council that 





is being asked to buy a new 
neighborhood, Mayor Davis said, 
“We, the city council, must look 
at the problem in a very practical, 
perhaps a fiscal or financial way.” 
Most of the debate centered 
around the distance of Parkside 
from the core of Greenbelt. It is 
approximately 3.4 miles from the 
city’s public works complex and 
two miles from Hanover Parkway. 
Opponents of annexation said that 
the request should be rejected, cit- 
ing the distances and time needed 
to provide normal city services. 
This would cause services to the 
rest of the city to be diluted, they 
said. Proponents cited city esti- 
mates that the revenues generated 
would exceed the cost of provid- 
ing services by approximately 
$15,000. This surplus, they said, 
should more than compensate for 
the extra time and equipment 
wear and tear. They also said 
they intended to keep their own 
trash collection contractor; that 
being a cul-de-sac, they had a 
low crime potential; that all 
houses have sprinkler systems and 
smoke alarms; and that they fully 
expect to be last for snow re- 

moval. a

Local Theater May Close 


Its Doors in December

Theater will close its doors in- 


December if it does not get help 
in three areas, said its Owner at 
the Greenbelt City Council 
worksession on September 9. 

“We got a little jewel here,” 
said Paul Sanchez, owner of the 
theater. “It would be sad to see 
it go.” ‘First, Sanchez said, the 
city could help by increasing the 
accessibility and visibility of the 
theater. 

“The real problem is the the- 
ater is hard to find and hard to 
see because of trees,” said 
Sanchez. 

The city is replacing these 
trees with less dense ones, and 
Mayor Judith Davis emphasized 
the city’s plans to reconstruct the 
Greenbelt marquee .outside of the 
theater, so it might be seen. 

“We are trying very hard to 
get people to come to the center,” 
said Mayor Davis. 

Another aid that might help 
people. find the theater is a sign 
at the corner of Southway and

Greenbelt Road, announcing the | 
Greenbelt Historic District, said 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull. 

City Clerk David Moran said 
this project was attempted in 
1985, but was shelved because 
the state highway does not want 
signs on its right of way which is 
at that intersection. 

Second, Sanchez said the city 
could eliminate or reduce the 10 
percent admissions and amuse- 
ment tax. 

City Attorney Robert Manzi 
said that under the state code, it 
is possible for the city to grant 
the theater a tax credit due to its 
historic nature. Mayor Davis 
asked Manzi to follow up on the 
procedure. 

Third, Sanchez said the city 
could sponsor a film festival. 

“It would be nice to have that 
sort of film in a theater that au- 
thentic,” said Sanchez, who also 
said he had a high attendance for 
“Casablanca.” 

Mayor Davis suggested he

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Alarmed at Burden 


If the Greenbelt City Council 
should vote to annex Parkside, 
we would take from Prince 
George’s County the burden of 
police response to the home 
burglar alarms in Parkside. 
Twenty-five of the 31 houses 
there have signs indicating the 
presence of those alarms. 

False alarms are such a 
problem in Prince George’s 
County that the Police Depart- 
ment has established a “False 
Alarm Reduction’ Unit.” 
Charlynn Flaherty, the director 
of that Unit, has estimated that 
98% of alarms are false. This 
amounts to 89,000 false alarms 
in Prince George’s County each 
year. 

Prince George’s County tries 
to reduce false burglar alarms 
by requiring the registration of 
home alarm systems; requiring, 
after the sixth false alarm in 
365 days, the recertification or 
upgrading of the system by a 
qualified technician; and levy- 
ing fines for excessive false 
alarms. The fines are $50 each 
for the 4th, Sth, and 6th false 
alarm; $100 each for the 7th, 
8th, and 9th false alarm; $150 
each for the 10th, 11th, and 
12th false alarm; and $200 each 
for the 13th or greater false 
alarm in 365 days. 

By contrast, Greenbelt has 
no means to reduce residential 
false burglar alarms. According 
to Mike Jeffreys, the Code En- 
forcement Officer in our Police 
Department, Greenbelt does not 





require the registration of home » 


alarm systems and levies no 
fines for false residential bur- 
glar alarms. 
_ It doesn’t make sense for us 
fo undertake the burden of 
Parkside, which is 3.4 miles 
from our police station and has 
25 houses equipped with prob- 
lematic alarm systems. Do we 
want our police racing down 
there to chase false alarms? 
Our,resources are stretched to 
the Hmit as it ts.

I must apologize publicly for 
being too nice at the Parkside 
hearing. I praised a well-built 
trail that could have been ille- 
gal, said nice things about 
houses that should not be there, 
and held out the hope that 
someday, over a long period of 
time, the Parkside residents 
would build clout enough to 
become part of Greenbelt. I 
did not mean for half of the 
council to accept their promises 
as accomplishments, or their 
organizational ability as proof 
that they are already 
Greenbelters. 

Frankly, they are more like 
Californians, moving into earth- 
quake zones with no cares, or 
like smokers that ignore the 
risks to their and others’ health. 
They are not ready to become 
part of Greenbelt, Riverdale, or 
their own community. The 
long term financial risk is too 
great. They see nothing wrong 
with “living inside a National 
Park.” That would be fine if 
they were old-time settlers that 
predated the National Park. 
But a National Park is too spe- 
cial a place to have so many 
inliers. I’m sure. that the 
Parkside residents would see 
nothing wrong in selling out 
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more slots around the edges of 
GNP so that others could enjoy 


the dwindling resource that | 


their properties threaten. 
Greenbelters know the problems 
of decimated forests, and are 
working to rebuild interior for- 
est habitats, not become part of 
the edges that push the interior 
forest further back, 

Yes, Mr. White, our southern 
boundary needs to be guarded, 
but not breached. The council 
that accepts their insufficient 
mudponds during a drought is 
doomed to be washed away 
when the rains pour down on 
Parkside. I don’t want to have 
to pay for it.

mous crime;” and (3) are “not 
under guardianship for mental 
disability.”

“From December 19, 1997 to 
January 8, 1998, I traveled to the 
East African country Tanzania to 
visit my brother, Alexander 
Barnes, who is a Peace Corps 
volunteer. I visited the village of 
Nanyamba, where my brother 
lives and teaches math and phys- 
ics. The village has no tele- 
phones, electricity, running water, 
or toilets. Unlike most of the 
villagers, who live in mud and 
thatch homes, Alexander lives in 
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a one-story concrete house. 
“During my visit, I videotaped 
a documentary with my brother 
giving a tour of the house he 
lives in and the school he teaches 
at. The video is titled Tupo, 
Tanzania, which translates to “we 
are here” from Kiswahili. 
“Since his arrival in 
Nanyamba, Alexander has 
learned to adjust to a lifestyle 
without many of the modern con- 
veniences we may take. for 
granted. He constructed a sys- 
tem of gutters to collect rain wa- 
ter which he uses for washing, 
bathing and purifies for drinking. 
He has grown his own large veg- 
etable garden. I hope you will 
enjoy this brief look at a culture 
that is completely different from 
our own.” é

Kjell Forsting, international. 


cable television pioneer and ex- 
ecutive director of Greenbelt 
Access Television (GATE) died 
on September 16, 1998, in 
Salisbury, Maryland, following 
a Labor Day heart attack. He 
was 67.

In 1986 Mr. Forsting came 
to Dundalk Community College 
in Baltimore as director of tele- 
vision and telecommunications.

Help Themselves, a program 
about the visiting nurses of 
Baltimore County. Three of his 
programs on Maryland correc- 
tional facilities were selected 
for the orientation of new mem- 
bers of the Maryland House of 
Delegates. He also produced 
videos and training programs 
for the Maryland Department of 
Economic Development, the 
Department of Human Re- 
sources, the Department of the 
Environment, and the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. Mr. 
Forsting was also the recipient 
of a Governor’s Citation and 
numerous other awards, 


» ve Mr. Forsting came to GATE 


in the Spring of 1997. He has 
assembled a state of the art 
production facility in the GATE 
studio at the Community Cen- 
ter. Early this year he set in 
motion his ambitious vision of 
public access television in our 
community. The television pro- 
ductron course he designed and 
taught in the spring was well- 
attended and enthusiastically re- 
ceived. His students continue 
to be active in the GATE stu- 


dio. This summer, he worked 
with the Greenbelt Association 
for the Visual Arts (GAVA) on 
the production of a children’s 
animation program. Mr. 
Forsting produced three pro- 
grams enabling GATE to begin 
public broadcasting on July 22. 
Additional programs were in 
production at the time of his 
death. 

Mr. Forsting lived in Balti- 
more with his wife, Dr. Grace 
Clark, and their eleven year-old 
daughter Christine. He is also 
survived by adult children of a 
previous marriage.

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Comparison of Heating 


Options Ongoing at GHI 


by Sue Krofchik 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) board of directors has re- 
sumed its schedule of meeting 
twice a month on the first and 
third Thursdays. The hottest 
topic on September 16, the 
heating options study, was re- 
ceived warmly by some and 
coolly by others. The agenda 
also included employee salary 
and benefit changes, the second 
quarter operating statement, and 
two member requests for ex- 
emptions. 

. Heating Options Study 

One thing is certain. No de- 
cision has been made concern- 
ing the heating options study, 
and it will be a while before 
anything is. The written report 
by the engineering firm, 
Grotheer & Company, was sum- 
marized by director of physical 
plant Eldon Ralph. 

The consultant evaluated six 
systems but recommended fur- 
ther consideration be given to 
only four. A work session will 
be held on Thursday, October 
22, to continue discussions and 
to watch a video made last fall 
when one of the systems — the 
high velocity air handling unit 
with gas water heater — was 
installed in a frame home as a 
test case. 

Two options would provide 
heat only; two others could 
provide both heating and air 
conditioning. Annual costs 
cited for each system are based 
on middle units with thermo- 
stats set at 70 degrees for heat 
(60 degrees at night) and 75 
degrees for cooling (85 at 
night). The figures also include 
funding for replacement re- 
serves and maintenance costs. 

Heat Only 

The first option is to up- 
grade the existing electric resis- 
tance baseboard system and 
electric hot water heaters. 
Baseboard heaters currently in 
place are undersized. They 
would be replaced by larger ca- 
pacity units. The overall aver- 
age initial cost would be about 
$3,249, with annual costs of 
$459 for heat and $191 for hot 
water. This is the most eco- 
nomic option if only heat, and 
not cooling, is desired. 

Hydronic radiant heat from a 
gas water heater is the second 
system producing only heat. 
Heaters looking like existing 
baseboard heaters would be ac- 
tivated by hot water. Piping 
for this water would be placed 
within the walls for frame and 
brick homes. Block homes 
would require the installation of 
bulkheads (an enclosure similar 
to soffitts found in kitchens) 
and vertical enclosures to ac- 
commodate the piping. The ay- 
erage initial cost for this system 
would be $6,364, with annual 


costs of $194 for heat and $54 
for hot water. 
Heat and Air Conditioning 

High velocity air handling 
units (AHU) with either a heat 
pump or gas water heater can 
provide both heat and air con- 
ditioning. 

The AHU, about 3 feet by 3 
feet, can be placed in an attic, 
crawl space or storage closet. 
For frame or brick homes, the 
heat or air conditioning would 
come from the AHU through 
small round supply outlets in 
the ceiling. For block homes it 
would be fed through the ceil- 
ing if the AHU was in the 
crawl space, or through bulk- 
heads on the walls if the AHU 
were in a closet. 

The AHU with heat pump 
would have the heat pump, 
which looks like an air condi- 
tioner located outside. The av- 
erage initial cost would be 
$8,081, with annual costs of 
$314 for heat, $189 for hot 
water, and $412 for cooling. 

The AHU with gas water 
heater would have the gas wa- 
ter heater located in a closet 
for frame and brick homes, and 
in a closed or crawl space in 
block homes. The gas water 
heater is a little larger than tra- 
ditional hot water heaters. The 
average initial cost would be 
$7,117, with annual costs of 
$123 for heat, $54 for hot wa- 
ter, and $416 for cooling. This 
is the most economical system 
if both heating and air condi- 
tioning is desired. 

Employee Benefits Changes 

The board approved adding 
4.2% to the overall budget for 
1999 to cover costs for those 
employees whose performance 
merits an increase, the amount 
being dependent upon each 
performance appraisal. Ten 
thousand ($10,000) dollars will 
also be placed in the 1999 
budget for bonuses. The board 
also decided it will share in the 
cost of health insurance. 

Member Requests 

Permission was granted to 
erect an 8 foot by 8 foot pen 
next to a patio door using 5 
foot high board-on-board pri- 
vacy fencing so a member 
could have a sitting area for 
herself and her dogs, a small 
breed that can jump standard 
height fencing. 

More information was pre- 
sented concerning a member’s 
proposal to combine an upper 
and lower apartment into one 
townhouse, with a request for a 
reduced co-op fee for the sec- 


ond unit. General Manager | 


Gretchen Overdurff received a 
legal opinion that the bylaws 
and mutual ownership contract 
contain no legal impediments 
to reducing the number of 
homes from 1,600 to 1,599.

feature. Although popular, 
Sanchez said older movies are 
more expensive than the newer 
releases because he has to pay 
the transportation costs of the 
older, heavier films from Cali- 
fornia. She also asked that he 
contact the Historical Theater 
Society. Mayor Davis said he 
needed a support group to rally 
around the theater. 
Owner’s Threat 

Sanchez said he did not 
know of George Christacos’ in- 
tentions of cancelling his lease 
until he read it in the Septem- 
ber 3 News Review. 

“It might be a bluff,” said 
Sanchez. “I don’t know.” 

“Well, that won’t be a sur- 
prise,” said Mayor Davis. 

‘“He’s sort of stuck with it 
really,” said Sanchez.

Middle School Scene 
Of Male Intruder 


According to Officer: Britt 
Cave, on September 9, at ap- 
proximately 1:57 p.m., the 
Greenbelt Police Department re- 
ceived a call regarding a suspi- 
cious individual at_ the 
Greenbelt Middle School. 
School Security advised officers 
that when several girls entered 
the locker room, one of the ju- 
veniles walked into the bath- 
room area.

but said that it would likely be 
several years before the field could 
be improved. 

Ivy argued that the city should 
not put taxpayers’ money into a 
county owned facility. If lights 
are put on a 90-foot, county 
owned diamond, he stated, the 
county “will find a way to use it 
and I'll lose it.” Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull assured Ivy that 
council would not fund lights at 
the school without a sound agree- 
ment governing use of the field. 

In the end, council stayed with 
its original proposal — to put 


$80,000 toward the installation of. 


ballfield lights at Greenbelt Middle 
School. 
Capital Projects Fund 

In addition to the batting cage 
and ballfield lights, the ordinance 
makes several changes to the capi- 
tal improvements budget approved 
earlier this year. Funds were 
added for improvements to the 
troublesome heating, ventilating 
and air conditioning system at the 
police station; street lights on 
Hanover Parkway from 
Greenspring to English Country 


Manor and at Hunting Ridge, and 
work on the Buddy Attick Park 
master plan. Funding was in- 
creased for renovation of the 
firehouse, Roosevelt Center im- 
provements and replacement of 
windows at the Community Cen- 
ter. Funds for street resurfacing 
were reduced. 
Smith Property 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reported receiving no- 
tification from the mayor of 
Garrett Park, who is an employee 
of the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority, that the 
Metro board will be considering a 
proposal to negotiate the sale of 
property near the Greenbelt Metro 
station. No further information 
would be available, McLaughlin 
said, prior to the September 24 
board meeting. However, if the 
motion to authorize the negotiation 
of a contract is approved, it will 
just be the start of at least a six- 
month process. 

Computer System 

The Finance Department has 
been researching new computer 
hardware and software. Six pro- 
posals were received and evaluated 
and the staff has selected 
Pentamation as its recommenda- 
tion.

contract will be on the agenda at 
the September 28 council meeting. 
At this meeting, Bob Brown of 
Pentamation, told council a bit 
about the company and the type of 
software that would be proposed. 

City Treasurer Jeff Williams 
said that the system would cost 
approximately $225,000. This is 
significantly less than the cities of 
Bowie (nearly $700,000) and Col- 
lege Park (over $500,000) paid for 
their systems, he said. After site 
visits and analysis of the software, 
he told council that he and the fi- 
nance department staff were “very 
comfortable” with Pentamation’s 
proposal. 

The $18,000 annual mainte- 
nance and support costs will be 
significantly higher than the $4,000 
the city pays for its current system. 
However, the system will allow 
the city to do its payroll operations 
in-house, saving $12,000 per year. 
He called the net increase “negli- 
gible.” 

Other Actions 
Council agreed not to oppose a 


liquor license for a new Ruby 
Tuesdays to be constructed on the 
site of the former Hawthome’s res- 
taurant at Cipriano Square. 

At the suggestion of Turnbull, 
council unanimously agreed to put 
the city on record as supporting a 
pledge supported by the Friends of 
the Earth organization. The pledge 
is to be sent to the federal govern- 
ment urging it to locate federal fa- 
cilities in or near downtown areas 
of Washington, and not contribute 
to urban sprawl by placing such 
facilities in outer regions of the 
metropolitan area. 

Council heard a report from 
Sandra Lange, president of Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum 
(FOGM), describing how the 
group had met the council’s chal- 
lenge to match the $2,500 ear- 
marked for the group in the cur- 
rent year’s budget (and asking 
council not to repeat the challenge 
next year). Lange said that the 
group had collected $3,175.37 
from a flea market, contributions, 
and dues. The city and FOGM

Street Erosion 

Doug Love of Plateau Place 
pointed out the steep slopes and 
erosive soils of the development 
and the potential for failure of 
streets and sidewalks. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin said 
the streets were built to Prince 
George’s County specifications, 
not to the more stringent city 
specifications, but that the city 
would be responsible for repairs 
if the street failed. He said ero- 
sion problems would, at least in 
theory, be the responsibility of 
the county. Carolyn Jones of 
Parkside said she had contacted 
the County Department of Envi- 
ronmental Services and had been 
assured that the slopes were 
stable.
